Macauliffe, a rétired member: of the Indian Civil 
Service, sued Mr. Charles Wilson, a director of 
the late Himalaya Rank, for Rs. 20,950, being 
the price pald by the former to the latter for 147

Interest up todate, The plalotiff alleged that 
he was Induced to ‘purchase these shares, he’ 
being already’ @ abarebolder in the Hank, in 
September ancl the following months of 1890, by 
frandulent misepresentations made to him by

_tenue of false ba.lance-sheets to which be was a 
party, The.defindant denled the allegations, 
mado by theplaintiff. 

The case was heard ae considerable length, 
and was warmly: contested. . Jo- deliveilog 
fedgment, Mr. Hop Kiss sald s—" The agreement 

etween the partiles was that the Cefendant 
should transfer to the plelatiff certain shares in

There 
was, for instance, no proof of any conapl-acy 
between him aod the other directors to assist 
him in getting rid of bis shares. The court, 
however, held it proved that the balance sheets, 
atapy rate from 1886, were false, and ‘hat {a 
regard at least to the balance-sheet for the 30th: 
Jane, 1899, the defendant knew that it was false. 
Soalso gullty knowledge on the part of the 
defendant was found to be proved in respect of 
other matters which ought to have been disclosed 
to the plaintiff - eas . : 
”” He continued :—" As regards the defendant's 
knowledge, I have no doubt-that it was enough 
to prevent him, if he were an honest man, from 
selling bis shares’ Ido not say that he-koew 
that the Bank was absolutely iasolvent, and that 
the plalnti{ must {afalllbly lose his money, but 
he knew and concealed facts, the disclosure of 
which he must have’ known would have 
prevented the plain from buying shares. 
I qlll take first the statements made by 
the defendant ia the Inqulry held by the 
judge of Ssharanpore:—‘I did not know that 
the Bank was insolvent In 189% I did,| 
when the questions were framed, know that the 
Bank was ina badcondiion. Our investigation 
into accounts wee going on from May till 
September 1890. [ thought the Bank was in 
an unsound condition, Io that the capital was 
very nearly, if not all, gone, [ did'sell my 
shates knowlng this.’ The queations referred 
towere a list drawn up by the directors in 
Moss's absence, to be answered by bim-on his 
seturn, They were drawn up between May and 
September 1890, The mavner in which the 
questions are framed shows this.

He bas very properly 
abandoned thai position. [tls as much as to say 
that A {fs justified of the theft of B.'s umbrella, if 
B, subsequently atealsC.'s, Thera is one polot, 
however, {0 the dealings between the’ partics 
which took place sfter the sale of the sbares, on 
which the defendant rell-a as showing that he 
made no mi-representation tothe plaintiff. It is 
a statement made ina letter of the 4th March, 
1890 to the defendant. .‘You were quite right 
in ‘selling, and I cannot blame you i the worst 
comes to the worst.’ In commentlog on this 
wentence, ccunsel for the parties have been 
under the disadvantage of being obliged 
to conalder their own clients honourable men, 
and thelr opponents scoundrels. I labour under 
no such diszdvantage, and I may say, 0 such 
delusion, Lwonder that thedefendant hasnot con- 
sidered that jastification by ‘a person of the 
character arcribed by bimtothe plalntiffisno such 
great thing after all, The construction I pat upon 
the statement. [s that the p’alotiff spplauded the 
defendant's sapecity in taking advantage of his 
speclal sources of knowledge to get sid of bis 
shares: the dishonesty of the transaction did not 
strike the plaintif? ; why should It? He wasdoing 
exactly the same thing himself. It was a 
successful plece of dishonesty which be was 
anxlous to Imitate. “Let us quote the whole 
context: ‘I would request the favour of your 
enlightening me and giving me your advice as 
to whether I ovght to scll out, and at what rate? 
You were quite sight in selling. and I cannot 
blame you ffthe worst comes tothe worst, bet 
T think you eught to give me your candid advice 
now that matters appear to hava become serfous.’ 
The plaintiff! subseghently found it not incom. 
patible with a tender interest for the widows and 
orphans of Mussoorie to sell 1-0 Himalaya Bank 
shares, But the plsiatlf's character and conduct 
are not material to the present sult. ‘His state. 
ment, however, that he could not blame the 
defendant for what he had done {s, I think, 
satisfactorily explained-in the above manner. 
The conclusion I come to on the whole case Is 
that the defendant did use fraudin order to 
induce the plaintlf to purchase from bim the

“The second issue 1s, to what rellef Is platatiff 
entitled ? He is entitled to sums pald to the 
defendant, #.¢.
